PARKS WAS BROUGHT TO NEW YORK AND 
MADE WHAT HE WAS BY CAPITALISTS!! 
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and he wouldn’t tell. Every member 
of the union knew the exact char¬ 
acter of Parks, that he was a 
“grafter”—and yet he could not be 
displaced. Even after being arrest¬ 
ed for blackmail, he was reelected by 
his union; when he went to State’s 
Prison his salary as walking dele¬ 
gate was continued, and when he 
was relascd under court orders he 
inarched at the head of the Labor 
Day parade, cheered by hib followers 
[although denounced by many other 
unionists. Ed. Herald.]. 

But the money he received from 
the union treasury probably did not 
equal the amount he got from the 
employers. 

The Board of Building Trades in 
New York was, in reality, a Board 
of Bqsses, as Tammany Hall is a 
Board of Bosses. Sam Parks became 
its president. This board was able 
practically to control the building 
industries' of New York City. Con¬ 
trolled'by such bosses as Parks, 
Carvill, McCarthy, and others, it 
conducted its L tsineas not for the 
good of the building trades, not even 
for the good of its constituents, but 
for the personal advantage of it* 
members. 

Such was the condition of bossism 
in the unions. What about “graft” 
among the builders? Where bribe* 
are received bribet must be paid. 
Where a man is discharged at the 
request of the boss there must be an 
emplryer to discharge him. 

The Other Side—The Grafting Em¬ 
ployer *. 

Here was a builder doing his mil¬ 
lion or two million dollars’ worth 
of business a year indignantly tel¬ 
ling how he paid 9200 or 92,000 to 
a walking delegate six months or 
two yean ago! Why has he kept his

indignation to himself so long? and 
why did he pay the money, anyway? 

Why is it that for years the build¬ 
ing department has been notably one 
of the most corrupt branches of the 
New York city department? Why 
have several former high officials of 
this department, employed at a 
modest salary, gone out of office 
after a few years of service with 
fortunes large enough to make them 
resplendent for the remainder of 
their days? Why are the positions 
of building inspector even today in 
such demand? The inspector is 
paid only ’$1,200 a year, out of 
which he must buy his uniform, pay 
his own expenses (and his political 
assessments), and he must, if he is 
an efficient officer, be a man of ex¬ 
perience and ability as a builder. 
Why, his earnings are not more 
than an ordinary carpenter or black¬ 
smith will make—not so much, per¬ 
haps. On this exact point the new 
superintendent of buildings, Henry 
S. Thompson, has said: • 

"With 9100,000,000 worth of 
building being done every yoar in 
this city, and every dollar of it sub¬ 
ject to the supervision- of inspectors 
of this department, the opportuni¬ 
ties for graft and blackmail in the 
building department are equaled by 
no other department in the city, ex¬ 
cept, possibly, the police. 

' “Tfyese 91,200-a-year men oversee 
93,000/XX) buildings. They are the 
ones to jMiss on the materials being 


used. If inferior material is put in, 
if the plnns are deviated from, if 
the plumbing is not placed properly, 
if there is the least deviation from 
the preseriliod plan, or from the 
law, the inspector on the ground is 
the man to bring it to notice and to 
require the builder to comply with 
the law. How wide a field this opens 
if the inspector is not an honest man 
any one may see.” 

Bribery in lhe Building Depart¬ 
ment. 

For long there was a regular 
schedule of bribe money: So much 
for the constructing inspector, so 
much for the plumbing inspector, so 
much fey the iron work inspector, 
and so on. Often the bribes were 
contemptible five-dollar bills for 
breaking little laws, and sometimes 
as high as $2,000 paid to high of¬ 
ficials for breaking big laws. And 
who has made the building depart¬ 
ment for years a favorite place for 
grafting? The builders—no one 
else. Not all builders—no one may 
accuse a wffiole class—but enough of 
them to give a great city department 
its evil reputation. Why have they 
paid graft and bribed building 
superintendents and inspectors? 

Became they wanted to break the 
law. 

That, indeed, is the secret of all 
graft They wanted to put in cheap¬ 
er materials than the law called for, 
they did not want to make their 


| building really fireproof, they did 
want to hurry and scamp their work 
•ind increase their profits, or they 
sere too cowardly to resist the de¬ 
mand of corrupt officials; so they 
used bribe money. 

Do Employers Want Honest labor 
l.eaderst 

And does any one really suppose 
that all builders really want honest 
delegates? Docs anyone suppose 
that our street railway concerns, our 
gas concessioners, our owners of 
dock privileges, really want honest 
aldermen, honest city officials? No, 
sir; they do not. If the delegates 
and officials were . honest, profits 
would be decreased, the builder 
would not be able to beat hia com¬ 
petitor, and the street-car capitalist 
to rob the public of franchises. 

The Came of Graft Higher Dp. 

Bossism and venality, then, exist¬ 
ed in New York long before the 
great lookout of May, 1903. The 
builder had long paid money to 
break the law or his agreements, and 
the delegate had long taken money 
to sell out his union, and neither 
had fared so poorly. It was a sort 
of balanced venality which might 
have continued to this day if an¬ 
other element—an outside, unrelat¬ 
ed influenoe—had not entered the 
field and disturbed the evil equi¬ 
librium of the industry. 

The plain fact is, a gigantic hand 
had reached into New York and was 


revolutionizing the building in¬ 
dustry of the city—the hand of the 
Trust. 

During the whole tune of the 
lockout the man on the street may 
have noticed that work on many new 
buildings, some of the most im¬ 
portant in New York, went forward 
without interruption, quietly, per¬ 
sistently. Farther inquiry would 
have shown that all, or nearly all, of 
these buildings were under contract 
by a single concern—the George A. 
Fuller Construction Company. Now, 
why was this company working 
when all the other builders of New 
York were idle? How did it rise 
superior to strikes and lockouts? 
Had it solved at last the labor 
problem ? 

The George A. Fuller Con¬ 
struction Company came to New 
York several years ago, its ad¬ 
vent, curiously enough, being con¬ 
temporaneous with that of Boss 
Parks. Starting with no business at 
all, it has, within some five or six 
years’ time, become thc.greatest con¬ 
struction company in the world, 
with the largest single building 
business in New York and import¬ 
ant branches in Chicago, Baltimore, 
and Philadelphia. 

The Fuller Company, itself cap¬ 
italized 1 at 920,000,000, is today 
owned and operated by a gigantic 
corporation known as the United 
States Realty and Construction 
Company, with a capitalization of 
$66,000,000. It is the trust idea 
applied to the building industry. 

How fke Trmt Worked. 

There was a vital idea and high- 
class brains behind the United 
States Realty and Construction 
Company. The managers devised; 


new methods of economy—doing 
away in many instances with 
middlemen, tending to eliminate in¬ 
dependent architects and contract¬ 
ors; they had new schemes for deal¬ 
ing with labor, learned in the Chi¬ 
cago strike of 1900, and they cun¬ 
ningly contrived new avenues of 
getting political inlluencc—for the 
bidding business hangs on the will 
of a political appointee, the City 
Superintendent of Buildings. And, 
instead of waiting for business, they 
went out and made business; they 
organized neglected opportunities. 

The new corporation was intim¬ 
ately related to most of the other 
great trust and financial interests, 
which, after all, are nothing more 
than a family party, with head¬ 
quarters in Wall Street. Naturally, 
therefore, when any of these inter¬ 
ests were concerned in important 
new buildings, they favored the 
Fuller Company. 

Force* Behind the Company. 

Here we find the Standard Oil 
Company represented in the person 
of James Stillman, president of 
Rockefeller’s bank, the greatest 
money institution in America. Mr. 
Stillman is chairman of the exe¬ 
cutive committee. It was well for a 
large consumer of steel like the 
Fuller Company to have a steel con¬ 
nection, and we find, accordingly, 
that the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration is represented in the direc¬ 
tory by Charles M. Schwab ancLE. 
C. Converse; and that fhe Puller 
Company owns $350,000 of stock in 
the Steel Trust. At one time the 
Fuller Company is said to have had 
a contract whereby it got its steel 
at especially favorable rates. Rail-

Socialism means so much to the 
average individual that he cannot 
give too much time *to studying 
the subject. 

“This is the first year in the his¬ 
tory of fhe Socialist party in Ahio 
that the capitalist parties hav^ac- 
tuallv made a great fight to keep 
our vote down,” writes an Ohio cor¬ 
respondent.

Hospitals are beipg started round 
the country for consumptives. There 
is money in it, therefore it becomes 
a virtuous and a philanthropic 
thing to do. And the gods know 
there are consumptive* toaough! A 
physician recently told us that as 
far as his observation went fully one 
half of the people living in cities 
and industrial neighborhoods were 
more or less in the.'toils of this ter¬ 
rible malady. This being so it is no 
wonder that the harpies of capital¬ 
ism are filling the daily press with 
advertisements of nostrums war¬ 
ranted to cure consumption. And 
about all their nostrums do is to im¬ 
poverish the victim and make the 
progress of his disease all the more 
sure. 11 bused to be supposed that 
consumption was an incurable dis¬ 
ease. until postmortem examina¬ 
tions began to show that there were j 
lungs that had the scars of the dis¬ 
ease, showing that at some time the 
person had had the disease and that 
it had afterward left him. Now the 
fact is that disease of the human 
bodv and disease of the society we 


live in are both subject to the same 
laws. Both aro the effects of wrong 
conditions. Fighting effects with 
“remedies” is futile, while the 
CAUSES are left untouched. Con¬ 
sumptives who take to living out in 
the pure air and who avoid foods 
and drink Hint irritate the stomach 
and put fever in the blood are seen 
to improve, and may even get well. 
But under capitalism, with the mis¬ 
erable factory conditions and its 
bad housing for the majority of ihe 
people, consumption is sure to in¬ 
crease. People arc not able to live 
in the sunlight and breathe the pure 
air. They cannot escape the noxi¬ 
ous gases of industrial neighbor¬ 
hoods. do not enjoy opportunities 
for cleanliness, cannot eat whole¬ 
some food when |>oor and adulterat¬ 
ed food ' can be had for cheaper 
prices. While capitalism lasts hos¬ 
pitals for consumptive* will multi¬ 
ply and have plenty of patients, and 
this will only end with the coming 
of Socialism, when for the first time 
the people ran afford to live normal 
lives and give some heed to the laws 
of health.

threatened witfi impeachment by his own "people at Chioifco, who were denouncing his cowardice and 
treason to labor in unmeasured terms. And when lie did finally start for Chicago, be was interviewed on 
leaving New York, and what did he say? lie said: “1 am goiiig to Cllieago TO ATTEND A Fl’NERAL!” 

Anyone who is cognizant of the status of the struggle <»f the American Railway I'nion in those 
stirring days knows that it was a strike that had already demonstrated itself a winning one. when the 
startled and crazed capitalists made use of the government under Grover Cleveland, to irritate the situa¬ 
tion with troops, and the courts t-o govern the situation hy injunctions, making it a crime against 
the government for those in charge of the strike to communicat* 1 orders to each other or to handle their 
forces on the strike field. The strike was so successful that on its third day over forty thousand rail¬ 
roaders were out, and the railway traflie of the countrv was almost at a standstill. Neither passengers 
nor freight could be carried on any of the important railways west of ( In. ag * and the eastern lines were 
also crippled. The Pacific slope was trainhound. The General Managers association, an organization of the 
railway managers to control the situation, was clearly outgeneral led. No such strike had ever been seen 
in this or any other country on the face of the globe! And when the courts finally controlled the situa¬ 
tion by means of jailing Debs and his lieutenants for disobeying the injunctions, the military was just pre¬ 
paring to declare martial law, which would have giw n them the opportunity of taking the loader.*, out on 
the Chicago lake front and shooting them down as enemies of the government. A strike that required such 
desecrate measures to down, even without the help of the American Federation "f labor. which was held 
back from aiding its class in the great battV, was certainly not a failure. 

And further as to Debs’ “failures.” he has always been considered enough of a success ns a fighter for 
the rights of the working class to have arrayed against him the combined corporation press, pulpits and 
courts, plus the cowards, traitors and renetionairies in the union fold, under the fake leadership of men 
to whom plutocratic praise and “plunks” are far more precious than the emancipation of their dupes from 
wage-slaverv. ^ 

Let us repeat our challenge, in conclusion. We dare Mr. Gompers to make his charges to Comrade 
Debs’ face, on a public platform.

The trusts, whose, simple ohjert is 
to abolish rom|ietition, have pro veil that we are better without than with it, 
and the moment corporation* control the supply of any product they combine. 
What the Socialists desire is that the Corporation t.f Humanity should control 
all production. Beloved comrades, this I* the frictinnle** way; it ia the higher 
way; it eliminates the motives for a selflsh life; it enacts into our everyday 
living the ethica of Christ’* gospel. Nothing else will do it; nothing else can 
bring the glad day of univer*al brotherhood. 

"Oh, that I were young again, and it would have my life! It is God a way 
rut of the wilderness and into the promised land. It is the very marrow of 
v'hrii*t’s Gospel.” 

These are clear, courageous and inspiring words that n°serve to be 
inscribed upon the tomb of this good woman whose life was filled with 
service and whose character glowed with all virtues of her sex.

therefore, however honest their beliefs, 
arc in their apathy or active hostility 
toward labor organization* acting 
against the interests of their class and 
of society. 

"The great majority of nonunlonists 
have remained so largely from a com¬ 
fortable ignorance regarding labor or¬ 
ganizations. Many men will welcome 
the unionizing of a shop or an indus¬ 
try when there Is not sufficient strength 
to compel it. For every su h demand 
and prior to every such demand there 
should be months of patient propa¬ 
ganda. nnd In this, us in every other 
line of trade union policy, compulsion 
should not bo used until persuasion has 
completely nnd signally fulled. 

"There is. it must be admitted, a cer¬ 
tain danger-opart from antagonism of 
employers In compulsory unionizing of 
shops. A man convinced against his 
will is of the same opinion still, and 
the union button does not make n un¬ 
ionist nt heart. An enemy is some¬ 
times more formidable ;vlthlu the lines 
than on the outside; half n dozen ob¬ 
structionists may defeat the purposes 
of an orderly meeting, while the pres¬ 
ence of n few r.ntiunlonists at. trade 
union meetings may enable employers 
to Inform themselves of the plans of 
the organization nnd uiuy thus cripple 
the union more effectively than If the 
avowed frieud* were open enemies. 

"The majority of nonunlonists are 
not malicious, only .it the worst stupid 
nnd npathetic. However, there Is one 
group of noiuiii'onlsts. the professional 
strike breakers, but little removed 
from the criminal rlasses. I do not 
mean to say every strike breaker Is a 
criminal Homo are forint • unionists, 
men who have been dishonorably dis¬ 
charged from the union, cashiered for 
conduct m»herfin:!ng n unionist If not 
actually Indicted for defalcations o* 
other ofTemies against the law. Others 
hn v e novel been in n union nnd have 
never been defiled or contaminated by 
work. 

“There la growing up In our 'urge cit¬ 
ies n class of men employed like the 
mercenary soldiers of ibe noddle age# 
by any one who wll. puy them for uny 
tiling that may le asked of them 
These men ncrept employment and no 
(pieslions asked. 'I bey are men wbc 
loaf while lmues: men work niul work 
or pretend to work while honest men 
strike. Some of them perhaps are driv¬ 
en to this course by grinding poverty 

or terrible distress, but this is true of -*-—-«-- - . 

the man who steals u purse or cuts a capitalist class to •Kurejpvemra 
throat. 

“There arc* regular organizations of 
strike breakers, men who do nothing 
else. Hostile employers have neve* 
been chary In their use of these reck 
less, desperate men. as they have uot 
refrained from cngnglng worthless 
hoodlums In tlie honorable capnclty of 
private police The instructive ‘sculi- 
blng' of former days has been elevated 
to n due nrt. nnd If ts l*i the Interest of 
these men. frequently the laWe-.it dregs 
of u corrupt’ city, that the employers 
Invoke the sacred right of man to 
work." 


“The union workman who refuses to 
work with nonunlonists does not icy 
In so many words that the employer 
shall not engage nonunion workmen. 
Whttt the uuionist* In such cases do is 
merely to stipulate as a condition that 
they shall not be obliged to work with 
men who, as uonanlouists, are obnox¬ 
ious. just as they «bali not be obliged 
to work in u dangerous or insanitary 
shop for unduly long hours or at In¬ 
sufficient wugca. 

“Of course where unions are strong 
and include the best men In an indus¬ 
try this coudltiou amounts to very real 
compulsion. The compulsion, however, 
is merely the result of the uudoubted 
legal right of workmen to decide upon 
what terms they are willing to give 
their labor, nnd the employer Is always 
theoretically, and often practically, In 
u position where he milj* make his 
choice between union and nonunion la¬ 
bor. 

"Another misconception arises from 
the frequent confusion In thought of 
refusing to work with nonunion men 
and molesting, annoying or injuring 
them. Much obscure hud purposeless 
discussion might bo avoided if these 
two essentially different policies were 
kept separate und distinct. The union¬ 
ist has no right to molest, injure or 
persecute the uonunlonlst, although he 
may very well have the right to refuse 
to work with him. 

"It Is also frequently assumed in dis¬ 
cussions of this subject ns of,the strike 
mid the boycott that because u certain 
compulsion Is exerted by refusing to 
work with nouuulouists this compul¬ 
sion is unjust and may be compared 
with the use of physical force r There 
could be no more Mug rant error There 
are many forms of compulsion which 
are not only legally but morally Justi¬ 
fiable. If the workman refuses to 
work for less than $-5 a day he compels 
the employer to pay him that sum or 
go without bis services, und if the em¬ 
ployer will pay only $2 he compels the 
workman to work for that sum nr go 
without the Job. Such compulsion may 
conceivably amount to extortion or to 
sweating, as the case muy be. but it is 
absolutely necessary und is of the es¬ 
sence of every contract und every ar 
ruugement iu life. 

“To refuse to work with nonu .lon 
men is to no greater und to no le^s ex¬ 
tent eompulslou than for n life or fire 
instiramv company to refuse certain 
classes of inn pie or for any association 
whatsoever to set conditions under 
which it will have dealings with cer¬ 
tain persons. The New York Stock 
Exchange does not compel xueu to Join 
it—In fart. It Yimrgcs fiNO.uuo for the 
privilege -but It refuses to allow non- 
members to deal on the floor nnd sum¬ 
marily dismisses Its members who split 
commission* with nonunion brokers 
The compulsion ’ exerted by unions. 1 
whether toward nonunlonists or em 
ployers, must be Judged upon its mer¬ 
its and must not be decried uif'ffly be¬ 
cause it Is eompulslou."

Under this portrait in a 
is a long doubli 
connected at intervals by short 
sticks, and a clumsy, broken saw. 

The jxirtrait is the likeness of a 
Frenchman named l-atudc. 

The rope and sticks are the re¬ 
mains of a ladder by which he made 
his esoa|ie from the P.astile. 

The Knstile was a stupendous old 
castle built for Charles V. in the 
fourteenth century and which was 
left standing when the boulevards 
were levelled in 1670. With its mas¬ 
sive walls. ten feet in thickness, and 
its eight sombre towers, it rose just 
at the entrance of the city, and the 
cannon on its battlements com¬ 
manded the adjoining suburb of St. 
Antoine,—the quarter occupied by 
the working classes. 

Up to the 14th of July, 1780,. 
when th revolutionists haltered it to 
pieces and liberated everyone in it. 
that is to say: for a period of one 
hundred years and over, the Bastilc 
was a favorite pl'aco in which to put 
people and forget about them. 
Charles Dickens’ wonderful story. 
A Tale of Two Cities, is founded on 
such an incident. 

Iiatude escaped from the Bastilc 
a few years before- its destruction. 

He had spent thirty-si? years in 
one of it* dark, cold, vermin-infest¬ 
ed dungeons and had retained his 
reason. He went into his ceil a 
young man and eame out, down this 
rope ladder, an old one. 

He had harmed no human being 
and hnd committed no crime, hut 
he had clone so icthing which in 
that day in France was worse than 
cither. 

lie bail referred slightingly in 
public to courtesan of Isuiis XV. 

There <vere then commonly in use 
amiable little epistles called le.ttrrs- 
dr-mrhrt. These were blank corns 
mitmclits to prison signed by the 
king. If the king were fond of you 
he would sign one of these blanks 
and give it to you, and when you 
came across a man who was not to 
vnur mind, you had only to write 
his name in the blank space pro¬ 
vided and give the paper to the com¬ 
manding officer of the Bastile. He 
would do the rest. The prisoner 
would need to be charged with noth¬ 
ing and he nerih not know 'why he 
was sent nor who sent him. He 
would never come to trial. 

If he hnd influential friends you 
could write a l-ogiis name in the 
Icttrr-dr-rarhrt, hut he sure the of¬ 
ficer got the right man. Then there 
would he no record to trace him by; 
he would just disappear. 

Madame Pompadour made "out a 
lettrr-de-cachri for Latnde when she 
heard he had spoken of her. She 
did the same for many another man 
of whom the world will never know. 

Mme. Pompadour was the flower 
of a system of exploitation. She 
was neither better nor worse than 
her compeers. Opportunities were

Returns from I'ennnylvania would indicate an increase, but lack of definite information precludes a cor re t c-ti 
mate. It i* almost assured, however, that official standing has heeti gained. 

The exact result in Iowa cannot be determined, but it would *eem that the party had held its own. 

The Nebraska state vote show* an increase. 

The Colorado vote ha* decreased greatly, the Populist candidate fee supreme jmlfjr bavin** apparently received 
vote* cast for the Socialist ticket la»t year. 

Reports from Kentucky show a decrease in several lar^o cities, but increase in 8 nut Med towns. 

Rhode Island and Maryland had state ticket* in the field for the tir-t time arid each show up with a fail vote, 
with official standing in Slaryland. 

Municipal elections in San Francisco, anti Richmun 1, Va., show u slight increase. 

How Things Went in Massachusetts. 

The report of the Socialist party vote in Massachusetts shows that 27.’» cities and towns pave (*hn«e 22,780 npain«t 
32,002 in the same places lA*t year, or a decrease of 30 percent. Boston, Haverhill. Brockton, ‘-prinptichl. Worcester, 
Cambridge. Lynn and Fitchburg show the largest loss. Cain* were made in several citie- and town*. 

The defeat of James F Carey for reflection to the legislature front the fifth Haverhill district was accomplished 
by only 102 voles. The capitalist paper* are unnuimou* in the statement licit Carey's defeat was largely attrilmtable 
to the trnde union quarrel which has torn the working class in Haverhill .usunder diirinp the past year. This quarrel 
was fomented by the capitalist emissaries in and out of the unions Added lo this were the open attack* made by the 
Catholic church, the daily and weekly papers supported and publish.sl by tlve politician* of both parties, and a com¬ 
bination of local business inrn organized for tbe sole purj*»se of defeatinp Carey. 

In the fourth Plymouth district Cha*. Drew was del rated by til vote* in the attempt to l>e MaeCnrtney’* suc¬ 
cessor, but W. C. Ranoden was elected to n second term front tJie Ht.li Plymouth district by AM vote* 

(Jen. Monk. Socialist, tni**ed election a* Senator from tbe 2nd Plymouth district by only 1-14 vote*. Close contests 
for representative* were also held in several other districts. 

| From the Haverhill (ia/ette.) 

Only slight interest was manifested in the election yesterday outside of the fifth district, w here the representative 
contest was responsible for a total vote of 1.721. the largest ever cast at an election in that ward. 

The cause of Carey's defeat i* ascribed to ninny causes. One i« that the Republican* in precincts 1 ami 2 stood 
by the party candidate, former License Commissioner William L Adam*, and even voted the straight ticket from 
governor down. Another is that many Democrats after voting the straight ticket down to representaitve bolted Candi¬ 
date Wiley and supported Adams. 

The main and the most important cause was the action of many labor union members who in former year* had 
supported the Socialists bolted that ticket this year owing (o the "straddle” of Representative Carey in the right of 
the-S. W. I*. U. against the B. and 5. W. U. during the past year, while many B. and S. W. C. members repudiated 
the action of the Socialists in attempting to control that organization. 

The fact that many Democrats bolted their candidate for representative i* shown in the fact that Representa¬ 
tive fleet Adams led Gov. Hates by 107 vote* in ward 5, he securing t» 4 i of the-n* in precinct 3, which ha* always been 
the stronghold of the Socialists. 

The campaign which was conducted by the Socialists to retain Representative < urcy in office was the nm-t vigor¬ 
ous that has ever been waged in the fifth district, while that of the Republican* was unlike that of jrcviou* years, 
in that no money was used, no funds having been available. (Oh no!!)

In connection with the labor union warfare which figured prominently in the defeat of Representative Carey, it 
became known that the visit of Edward L. Dailey of Lyon to this city played an important part. He came to this 
city on a secret visit and interviewed many labor leaders. 

It was understood at the time that Mr. Dailey was in this city that he came here at the request of President 
Gompers of the A. F. of L., who wanted Representative Carey defeated, as with the probability of the renewal of the 
fight over the recognition of Socialism at the national convention of that organization In Boston next week, President 
Gompers wished to see Carey shorn of his political honors rather than that he should attend the convention as a dele-

“Everything liannen* fur the hett,” said Representative Carev when seen ut Socialist headquarters hist night. 
Shortly lief ore' ft o clock he addressed a crowd on Washington *quure. He thanked those present for the support 
they hud given hint during the past five years. I Is* .said that although he had been defeated it was bv no means a de 
feat for Socialism, and the workers in the cause would continue their work along the same lino* until it has brought 
about the triumph of the working people over the enslavement in which they arc now held.” 

Thirty Thousand in New York! 

New York goes to the top of the Socialist column. It is probable that cl »se to 30.000 votes or over have been 
polled for Matchett for associate judge as against 23.000 for governor last year. Unlike Massachusetts the increase 
occurs in the larger cities, notably ill Greater New York Itself, w here an estimate of at least 111.000 rotes for Mat- 
cliett is made against 10.432 last year. Syracuse, Rochester. Buffalo, Troy. Schenectady. Jamestown and other cities 
show large increases. Gains are also made in smaller towns and cities, making an increase of 10.000 in New York 
state over last year. 

Gains in Ohio. 

The candidate for governor. Cowan, was cut nearly everywhere. According to reports received direct from com¬ 
rades. losses were occasioned in Cleveland, Dayton. Toledo, and several other ri'ies. while increases were made in 
Ashtabula, Conneattt, Corning, Ea-t Liverpool, Elyria. Martins Ferry. Xenia an I Zanesville. Cleveland, which is the 
home of Herrick and Johnson, the Republican and Democratic candidates, seem* to have suffered the most, the vote 
dropping from 2,0118 to 1,2117. The Toledo vote was an increase over the municipal vote Inst spring. The Cin<*innnti 
increases slightly, newspaper returns giving 3,804 as against 3,731. The Ohio vote last year was 14,270, but it will 
probably slightly increase this year. 

An Increase in Philadelphia. 

Very meagre returns have been received from this state, but increase* are reported from Philadelphia and Read¬ 
ing. The Erie vote falls over 800. Rdport<> from the anthracite region show a substantial decrease. 

In other States. 

From Town reports are that the vote has decreased in Dubuque. I)uvcm|mm; ami Sioux City, but at a large number 

of smaller towns the vote climbs appreciably, in Dubuque a bitter fight was made against the parly by the Catholic

It may not be generally known, but it is a fact,-that Massachu¬ 
setts has a population that ia nearly two-thirds Catholic. 

The surprising vote for Socialism in that state last year roused the 
capitalists a-'they had not been roused before. 

The on:look seemed gloomy. Something desperate mnst.be done to 
keep Socialism from speedily capturing the reins of government in 
that state and thus heading off the opportunities enjoyed by the cap* 
italists of getting valuable financial favors tiirough legislation and exe¬ 
cutive good will.

Each member shall be entitled to 
a card of membership, to be furnished bv the 
State Executive Board, and issued to the ‘mem 
bers by the Secretary of the branch. 


Section 17 . The dues of the members shull he 
fixed by the brunch; but such dues shall be suf¬ 
ficient to include thirty cents per quarter for 
Mate‘and national dues, to be paid on the first 
day of January, April, July and October in each 
yner, if the member is to be considered in good 
standing with the organization. 

This section shall not be construed to annul the 
now existing agreement under which member* of 
Polish branches paying dues to their own national 
organization are .required to pay only fifteen 
cents ner quarter to our state organization. 

Section x 8 . Mem bers unable to pay their dues 
on account of being out of r.ork, or on account 
of aickneAs of themselves or family, shall report 
this to the secretary of their branch, and shall 
be exempt from paying their dues. *Such members 
shall retain all their rights of membership, and 
no back dues shall be collected from them when 
they report to full duty again. But in each case 
the secretary of the branch shall report the 
temporary exemption at its begiuning and end 
to the State .Secretary. 

. Section 19 . Any member admitted on or before 
the middle of a month shall pay due* for the full 
month. A member admitted after the middle of 
the month snail be exempt for the month. 

Section so. At the beginning of each quarter 
the Treasurer of each branch Afmll transmit to the 
State Secretary the names and post-office ad¬ 
dresses of all members admitted during the pre¬ 
ceding quarter, and a remittance by postal money 
order of the dues of the member* of tlie branch. 
Each branch shad be responsible for and remit 
the full amount due fur the entire membership 
of the branch. 

Section ax. The officers of the branch shall 
consist of a Secretary, Treasurer and IJifrury 
Agent, and such other officers as may be deter 
mined hy the branch; said officers shall L« elected 
at each annual meeting and serve until their 
‘ucoessors are qualified. They shall perform such 
duties as appertain to their several offices and as 
the lozal branch may direct.

Persons intending to organize a 
local or branch 'shall apply to the State Executive 
Hoard for a charter. The State Secretary, under 
the authority of the State Executive Board* shall 
thereupon issue a charter to those applying, pro¬ 
vided the application is sanctioned by the already 
existing local, if there is one. or in case there is 
no local there, if the application is countersigned 
by a regular organizer or any state officer of the 
party. If not so sanctioned or countersigned, the 
State Secretary shall satisfy himself of the in¬ 
tegrity of the applicants beforr the State Exe-

In case of a prafHt from the local, the ap¬ 
plicants shall ha\e the right of appeal to the 
State Executive Board. 

Section 35 . The State Executive Board shall 
have the right to revoke the charter of a branch 
which shall be proven to have violated the pro 
visions of this constitution or the principle* of 
the Social Democratic Party. 

Section 36. The local may adopt such by-laws 
as the majority ot Its members may determine, 
provided that they do not conflict with the con¬ 
stitution or the platform and declaration' of 
principles of the party.

The Social Democratic party if the 
American expression of the international 
movement of modem wage workers for 
better food, better houses, sufficient 
sleep, more leisure, more education and 
more culture. Those who work with 
hands and brain are the producers of all 
wealth, but ss law* are now made in the 
interests of property and the men who 
own property, the rights of the workers 
are ignored, although they are in the 
great majority.

cuxnatances should the people rest con¬ 
tent with palliatives of this kind. The 
people should move onward to the con¬ 
quest of all public powers, to an entire 
change of the present system for one 
which will secure to the people collective¬ 
ly the blessings of our modern inven¬ 
tions, and a standard of civilization and 
culture hitherto unknown in history. 

With this in view the Social Demo¬ 
cratic party of the state of Wisconsin, 
in convention assembled, reaffirms its 
allegiance to the principles of interna-. 
tional Socialism, and declares its adher¬ 
ence to the platform of the national So¬ 
cialist party adopted at the convention 
in Indianapolis and pledges itself at the 
present time to the following: 

OUR DEMANDS FOR THE PRESENT

1. That the state Legislature, the gov¬

2. That the state Legislature, the gov -1 
eraor and our representatives in Con¬ 
gress shall take surh action as will be j 
calculated to bring about the national; 
ownership of the railroads, *elegraphe,j 
telephones, express companies and steam-; 
ship lines, and pay the artaal value of 
the same. 

3. That the state Legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representatives in Con¬ 
gress shall take such action as will be 
calculated to enact a law granting every 
wage worker over 00 year* of age, who 
has earned less than $ 1,000 a year and 
has been a citizen of the United 'States 1 
for sixteen years at least, a pension of' 
not less than $12 a month for the rest of ] 
his life. 

4. That no city in Wisconsin shall 
have the right to sell, lease or give away 1 
public franchises. That every city shall j

ship of the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution. 

•The trust question is a national ques¬ 
tion, but in state affairs also the Social 
Democratic party stands for every rad¬ 
ical chance that "will bring more wealth, 
more culture and more safety to the 
masses of the people. The Social Demo¬ 
cratic party believes in self-government 
for cities; in a just and equitable taxa¬ 
tion. and in the highest development of 
a reasonable public service. We also de¬ 
mand better legislation for tho protec¬ 
tion of life and limb in factories and 
mines, the public ownership of public 
utilities as a fact and not ns a mere 
phrase, and protection against hardship j 
and misery In old age—not as a charity , 1 
but as a righL If we get the political! 
power in this state, we will carry out 
these and other social reforms. 

Hut we call attention to the fact that 
the measures we urge are in no way a 
cure for nil the existing evils, nor are 
they all Socialist institutions. They are 
to be viewed rather n« mere palliatives, 
capable of being carried out even under 
Jie present condition*.

I pupils of tile public schools, and also to 
parochial and private schools who shall, 
under certain legal conditions make de¬ 
mand for the same books. We also de- 
i mand legislation enabling school districts 
I in the country to give better school fa- 
! .'ilities and free transportation to and 
1 from school for the children. 

8 . That law oe enacted limiting the 
working day of youths under 21 years of 
age and women of anv age employed 
anywhere in Wisconsin to eight hours a 
day, and prohibiting the employment in 
any factory, store, workshop or mine, ol 
children under 1G years of age. 

9. That laws be enacted securing to 
cities local autonomy, with power to 
carry into effect all means relating ta 
their own welfare, so long as they do not 
interfere with the rights of others. 

10. That every city or township shall 
have the right to establish a public coal 
yard, and a public ice house, where coni 
and wood and ice shall be sold to the 
citizens at cost. Cities and townships 
shall also have the right to estuhlioli 
public abattoirs (slaughter houses) and 
to issue bonds for that purpose. 

These are the demnnds of the Social 
Democratic party in Wisconsin. We call 
upon every intelligent voter of this rtate, 
regardless of race, nationality or reli¬ 
gion, to join the Social Democratic 
party, vote its ticket, build up its or¬ 
ganization, and stand shoulder to shoul¬ 
der for a hotter order and a higher 
civilization.

But 
by fai- the most significant point about 
Mr. Henderson's election was the fact 
that he ran os the representative of the 
Labor party, which only n few weeks 
before had succeeded In sending Will 
Crooks, the former factory boy. to par¬ 
liament by an overwhelming majority, 
there to support John Burns and the 
other il'rort r»»I .-••scntntlvp** of the Brit 
l*h workingman now at Westminster. 


Encouraged by Its recent successes, 
the Labor 'arty is preparing to put for¬ 
ward flfty-elgln candidates In the next 
general election, nnd it is now believed 
in \hls country that the time is not dis¬ 
tant when the parliamentary' repre¬ 
sentatives of the laboring classes will 
outnumber those of Ireland In the 
house of commons and hold, as the 
Irish party has done of late, the bal¬ 
ance of power between the Conserva¬ 
tive nnd Liberal parties, thus hnving it 
In their power to compel legislation as 
Important to their supporters as the 
great Irish land bill is to the landlords 
and peasantry of the Emerald Isle. 

It is no exaggeration say that the 
Intest representative of labor to Join 
the "finest club in ♦ae world" was an 
almost Ideal candidate.
